Such a borri- 
ble story as he hai to teli had never 
been told before so painfully and with such 
distress. It borders on the impossible, while it 
is certainly without the bounds of however vig-" 
orous—however devilish—an imvyention. The 
rugged pathos with which it was told, the awfu 
wrenching of heart-strings which it demonsirai- 
ed, the deathly pallor of Tilton, the crimson face 
of Beecher,the apathy of the wives, and the re- 
valsion of the appalled audience from a scene 
teo cerrible ever td forget, impressed it:elf with 
awful distinctness upon all who witnessed it. 
Even the Judge shudderéd on the bench, and 
the jurymen huddied together. 
TO-DAY, 
of course, everybody felt that the worst was 
over. Tilten’s lightened face indicated how 
greatly his very eoul had been ‘relieved 
by the discharge of its gravest and 
most terrble secret. By coincidence, the fea- 
tares of dis adversary never looked so sombre, 
eo full of heartsick anxiety. The shadow of

SYNOPTICAL.

New Yorx, Feb. 3.—To-day was one of the 
most interesting days of the great trial in Brook- 
lyo, and was in striking contrast with the pre- 
vious two days of Mr. Tilton’s examination. 
The witness testified to his action regarding the 
Bacon letter, and toward the Piymouth Cburch 
Investigating Committee. A few of the letters 
which passed between Mr. Tilton and his wile 
before the alleged commission of the crime were 
introduced to influence the jury in the question 
of damages. The cross-examination then began, 
Mr. Evarts conducting it, and by him the 
religious views of the witness were drawn. out 
and made to compare with those of his wife and 
Mr. Beecher. The croas-examination will be 
continued to-morrow. 

THE ABIDING INTEREST. 

Rain and dangerous walking had no effect to- 
day upon those whose interest in the trial has 
been excited to the utmost pitch, and who at- 
tend it daily. At il o’clock the court-room was 
fuliy as crowded as it bas. been at any timo dur- 
ing the past four weeks, while the corridors 
were darker, and the unkempt company of men 
and boys filling it were wet and more unruly 
than usual. The trial-room was warmer and 
cosier than before. 

THE NOTORIOUS ALL PRESENT. 

At 11 o'clock a!! the lawvers on both sides, ex- 
cept Messrs. Evarte and Fullerton, were in their 
places. Tilton had just entered alone, as usual, 
and was removing his great coat. Mr. and Mrs. 
Beecher hai been ina their soais nearly fifteen,

The communication of Mr. Comptroller 
Hares to the Common Council srybmitting a 
list of the banks that are in default in the | 
payment of their personal tax for the years 
1871 and 1872, and alist of the names of’ 
those citizens who are opposing the payment 
of taxes on their property upon technical ob- 
jections, shows that the personal tax due by 
the banks equals $163,542.
